START FIRST SHIP 


OF WOODEN FLEET 


WITHIN FEW DAYS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


New York, April 30. — Work will 


be started today by the Foundation 
Company on the big shipyard on the 
Passaic river, near Newark. N. J.. 
at which will be built in record time 
the wooden ships proposed by the 
United States Shipping Board to off- 
set the tonnage destroyed by Ger- 
man submarines. The vessels will be 
constructed under government sup- 
ervision. 


A large force of workmen 
will 


begin today the 
building 
of 
the 


ways, the Foundation Company an- 
nounced, and the keel of the first 
or "pattern" ship, wili be laid down 
at once. The engine room machin- 
ery will be purchased where it can 
be turned out most quickly and will 
be assembled at the yard. 


The first ship will be launched in 


90 days, it 5s expected and will be 
ready to carry cargoes a month and 
a half later. 
As all the patterns 


will be standardized the succeeding 
vessels can be turned 
out much 


more rapidly and when the work is 
well under way it is estimated one- 
ship can be built every 
ten 
days. 


There will be Jen slips in the yard 
and that number of the wooden craft 
wiM be constantly under consrtno 
tion. 


Each of the ships will cost from 


$350,000 to 5500,000.

will 


h;.vc a gross tonnage of 3,000 each. 
290 fcel Jong, 4fi feet beam, and 17 
feet draft 
Their speed is designed 


to be 18 knots an hoar. 


Similar shipyards will he estab- 


lished at various points on the At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts.

marked the bakers' strike in Chicago 
today. 
In the Ghetto -hundreds 01 


strike sympathizers, . many of them 
women, spoiled hundreds of loaves 
by throwing kerosene in shops' and 
brea.d wagons. Riot calls were sent 
in and special details of mounted 
police, scattered the rioters. 


The- tremendous.• significance., of 


the strike which was called Satur- 
day, and has cut off .a bread supply 
estimated at 1,500,000 loaves a day 
dawned upon the city this morning 
when families dependent on the large 
bakeries found they must get along 
an'stale crusts or no bread. Groceries 
ind delicatessen stores that had not 
:heir own bakeries, had no -bread, no 
breakfast rolls, no coffee cake, no 
doughnuts. 
Many a morning meal 


had to be abridged. 


Many restaurants 
were without 


rolls this morning and some were 
without bread. The famine in bread- 
stuffs gave concern not merely to 
householders, but to 
governmental 


authorities, and various bodies set 
desperately to work early in the day 
Lo bring the bakers back to work.

tion, the small stocks of flour car- 
ried by the grocers will be exhaust- 
sd in two days by the rush of house- 
wives who can bake bread. 


The big bakers declare that their 


principal obection to the demands of 
the bakers union is not the wages 
asked but the insistence of the union 
that ail foremen in

shall be employed on the approval of 
the unions and shall be dismissed on 
demand of the men working under 
them.

mittee. They do not cover price fix- 
ing or control of the use of grains for 
distilling 
liquors. 
These 
subjects 


will be covered in a hill to be intro-' 
duced later. 


The bills introduced today are de- 


signed to stimulate production, pre- 
vent hoarding, .make 
for 
eqitable 


distribution, and suspend tlie 
law 


prohibiting the 'mixing of flour. They 
contain provisions to prevent con- 
flict with the anti-trust and inter- 
state commerce laws. 


The Lever bill appropriates $25,- 


000,000 for its enforcement and au- 
thorizes the appointment of two ad- 
ditional assistant secretaries of agri- 
culture to administer it. 
It states 


that it confers and prescribes pow- 
ers, authorities, duties, obligations 
and prohibitions because, of the na- 
tional emergency and to secure an 
adequate supply and equitable dis- 
tribution of food for the government 
and people of the United States and 
to protect them 
against 
injurious 


speculation, manipulation and con- 
trols. 


Representative Lever 
made this 


explanatory statement: 


"This is one of several proposals 


for carrying out We plans agreed 
upon and

Houston in his report of April. 18 
to the Senate for controlling the food 
supply of the nation during the-war.

AMERICAN FARMER 


Editor of the Advocate. 


• In this great time, when 
every 


citizen must do his part the Presi- 
dent has made his chief appeal to the 
men who live on the 
land. 
He is 


right in doing so, for the safety of 
our country just now is in the hands 
of our farmers. 
What I mean is not 


merely our safety and the safety of 
our Allies in the matter of food. 
I 


mean that tlie 'safety of the United 
States against foreign invasion hangs 
on the decision of the farmers of the 
48 states. 


The two great weapons in this 


•war are arms and starvation. The 
•war against German arms 
will be 


won or lost in France—the war 
against starvation will be won or 
lost in America. The Kaiser cannot 
whip the French and English armies 
and the English navy while England, 
has food. 
But it 
is still possible 


•that the German submarines may be 
able to keep food enough from reach- 
ing England to starve her into sub- 
mission. 


If the submarines win, the first 


item in the Kaiser's terms of peace 
will be the English fleet. With the 
English, fleet in his possession, .the 
Kaiser will be master of the world. 


What will happen to us then? Ev- 


ery man who stops to fhink knows 
the answer. We shall have money, 
food, labor, land—everything that is 
desirable in the world except the 
power to protect what we have. Ex- 
perts estimate that it will take us 
.nine months to get ready to meet a. 
German army of even 150,000 men, 
with modern artillery. 
Under such 


circumstances, would the Germans 
treat us'.better than they have al- 
ready treated Belgium and France? 


Even if the armies of pur Allies 


should crush the German military 
power this 
summer, 
before 
the 


shortage of food can reach the point 
of want, the world would still need 
vast quantities of 
American food. 


But if they.do not, only one course 
can make us safe, and that'is to grow 
food enough on our farms for our-'rj 
selves and our Allies, and to put 


. .enough on (he sea to carry the 


food, in spite of the submarines, to 
the men who are fighting our fight. 


If the war lasts beyond this sum- 


mer, it will be the American farmer 
who will win or lose tlw war, who 
will overcome militarism and autoc- 
racy, or allow them to spread and 
control 
the 
world, 
ourselves in- 
cluded. 


This is no fanciful picture, 
but 
sober fact. 
Many a man will make 


light of it until he comes to think It 
over, but I venture to say that few 
will treat it 
lightly 
after 
careful 


thought. 
It is no more impossible 


than the great War itself appeared 
eo be, only a few 
days 
before it 
began. 


It is true that we can greatly in- 


crease tlie available food supply out 
of grain now used in making liquors, 
and by reducing household waste. 
But when these two things are done, 
and done thoroughly, they will not 
be enough. The final decision will 
still rest in the hands of the men 
who raise our food in the first place. 


The clear duty of the Nation is 


to guarantee the farmers a fair price 
for their crops when grown, and a 
reasonable supply of labor at harv- 
est. The clear duty of the farmer is 
to raise food enough to win this war 
for democracy against Kaiserism. 


No such responsibility has 
ever 


rested on any class of men since the 
world began as rests today on the 
farmers'1 of America.

The true significance of the con- 


ferences which representatives of the 
United States. Great Britain and 
France are now holding in 'Washing- 
ton cannot be lost upon a people so 
intelligent as 
those 
of 
America. 


These are all democratic counties, 
and with Russia, now released from 
the shackles of despotism, they con- 
tain a very considerable proportion 
01 the population of the world. Their 
common bond of union is not opposi- 
tion to the German nation as a com- 
mercial, political or military rival, 
but the p'rinciple of 
autocracy, 
of 


one-man government through worn- 
out and discredited dynasties, such 
as the Hohenzollerns and the Haps- 
burgs. which is responsible for the 
present war. 
The struggle is one 


between those countries in 
which 


tbe common people rule and those 
few others in which certain families 
seek to exercise world domination, 
largely for purely selfish and person- 
al reasons. 
Xapoleon 
raised 
the 


same issue a little over a century 
ago when, through the great victo- 
ries secured by his military genius, 
he sought to make himself the ruler 
of the world and to establish a new 
dynasty by placing members of his 
family upon the thrones of countries 
conquered by him. Europe rebelled 
then just as it 
is rebelling 
now 


against the monstrous arrogance of 
the Hohenzollerns and Prussianism. 


Kaiser Wilhelm has not left the 


world in doubt as to his beliefs, and 
it knows just what to expect if the 
forces of reaction should prevail in 
the present struggle. 
The common 


people count for very little in his 
theory of the universe. As the auto- 
crat of Germany, he is infallible, if 
one may believe his own words. 
In 


a proclamation issued on September 
13. 1914. six weeks after the break- 
ing out of the war, he declared: 


The spirit of God has descended 


upon lie because I am German Em- 
peror. 
I am the instrument of the 


Most High. 
I am His sword. 
His 


representative on earth. 
Woe and 


Death to those who oppose My will! 
Death to the infidel who denies My 
mission! 
Let all the enemies of the 


German nation perish! 
God 
de- 


mands their destruction. God. who 
by My mouth summons you to carry 
out His decrees. 


Such words do not make pleasant 


reading for the people of the United 
States, Great Britain, France 
and 


Russia, who recognize the 
menace 


behind them in the event of German 
victory. 
They breathe the spirit of 


autocracy, as 
opposed to 
popular 


sovereignty. 
Just as Lincoln said 


that the United States could not ex- 
ist half free and half slave, so the 
\\ orld cannot continue undisturbed 
if torn by two such opposing princi- 
ples as democracy and 
autocracy. 


One or the other must prevail ulti- 
mately, and the commissioners who 
are meeting in Washington are com- 
mitted to the belief that for tbe fut- 
ure peace of mankind 
democracy, 


the common people, must get the 
upper hand. To that end every sac- 
rifice must be made.

Round Towers of Ireland. 


Xo one knows exactly when or why 


the round towers in Ireland were built, 
but some believe that the druids erect- 
ed them as watch towers and places to 
which to go for safety in time of dan- 
ger. 
A good many of the towers have 


the tops broken down, and those which 
show the cone tops intact hare mostly 
been restored. .There is no door on the 
ground, the doors being purposely 
built at about ten or fifteen feet from 
the ground aud were reached by lad- 
ders. After the people had climbed In- 
side they drew their ladders up after 
them and thus were out of reach of the 
Danes who frequently invaded the 
country. The tiny windows of these 
towers are far up toward the top also. 
About eighty round towers remain in 
Ireland, but only a few of them are 
perfect. According to one authority, 
they were probably built between the 
ninth and thirteenth centuries. 


Two Freaks of Nature. 


Two contrasting freaks of nature are 


the Island of Fire aud the Lake of 
Snow. The Island of fire is called the 
Home of Hot Devils. It is situated in 
the midst of a large lake of boiling 
mud in the island of Java. The steam 
and gases which arise from the sticky 
mud form themselves into bubbles, at- 
taining a diameter of five or six feet, 
and sail high, up in the air like bal- 
loons, carried hither and thither by the 
wind aud finally exploding with a loud 
crash. 


The biggest snow lake is seen from 


the summit of Hispar pass, in the Ka- 
rakoram range. It is more than 300 
square miles in area. In Switzerland 
the sea of ice might better be called 
the sea of snow, as the surface is bro- 
ken up by solar 'heat, which makes a 
minute assuring in the ice, giving it 
the appearance of snow.

doing the work ihat gives Mm. the 
greatest satisfaction. From the laborer 
to the business executive, every man 
should get three things out of work—a 
decent living, development and disci- 
pline and satisfaction in the doing. 


"If your job gives these to you give 


back to at the best, work of your hand 
and brain. If it fills to give you these 
face the fact that you are a misfit and 
seek your appointed place. You have 
no right to let life remain separated 
from its two handmaids—liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness."
